WHAT THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND ' 


MENTS MEAN. 


TiSero ii.ro five uinondiuoctd to tho cuu 


stitution to bo voted for at tho comiujr 
election. Two of thorn sock to amoinl 
section one of article three relating to 
snfl'oruRe. Tho lirst ono provides that, 
to entitle a man to voto ho must have ro- 
siJod "iu tho election district whore he 
offers to voto such time ua niny bo pro- 
vided _by tho legislature, not exceeding 
thirty days." This does not cluuige the 
requirement that 11 person must havo re- 
sided in tho state a year before l;e can 
voti?, but it intended us a safeguard 
against the colonization, o£ voters from 
one district or town to another just on 
the eve of an election. The second 
amendment to the same article is, to add 
to tho end of the fourth ^vision of tho 
said article the following words: "aud 
provided, further, that iu incorporated 
cities and villages, the legislature may 
provide for tho registration of electors, 
and prescribe proper rules and regula- 
tions therefor." 
This last amendment, if 


adopted, will remove all doubt as to the 
constitutionality of a registry law in 
cities and villages. Tho form of the bal- 
lot in voting to approve this amendment 
must bo:

The other amendments are throe in 


One is to amend section -i of 
article (i, relating to tho elaction ot coun- 
ty officers, and roads: "All vacancies shall 
bo filled by appointment, and the persons 
appointed to fill tho vacancy shall hold 
only for the nnexpired portion of the 
term to which ho shall bo appointed and 
until his successor shall be elected and 
qualified."

The 
hrsl "uiipral election for all state and county of- 
hccrs, except judicial ollicurs, after the adoption 
of this amendment, shall be huldeii jr. the year 
•Y H-,13M- a»4 thereafter the t'oneral election 
shall In- held biennially. AU state, county or 
nuieriiIhcers, elected al the guncral election in 
the ywu- issl, and whose term o£ ollicc would 
othcrwisii i>xinrc on the first Monday of Janu- 
ary iu the year 1SU, shall hold and continue in 
such olhces respectively until thu first Monday 
in January iu tho year ls.Sf». 


As was stated in tho Gazette a few days

by tho United States electric light com- 
pany, oC New York, represented by Mr. 
C. V. B. Kmart. We arrived at the fac- 
tory at five o'clock, just as tho machine 
was put m motion, and from the start, the 
light produced gave groat satisfaction to 
all concerned. This light is what is 
termed the incandescent, and iu view ot 
tho fact that the .Tuuesville electric light 
company arc negotiating and completing 
arrangements for the placing oC this light 
in other business places in tho .city, as 
well 
as 
the 
arc light, 
we will 


give the readers of tho Gazette a brief de- 
scription us we learned them from Mr. 
Smart, last evening, 


The iuoaudcssout light is produced by 


machines of various sizes snd power. 
Tho generators for this kind of light while 
resembling tho generators of the arc 
light aro very, differently 
constructed 


and produce a different grade o" electric 
fluid. The electricity is conducted by 
me^ns of insulated wires from the gene- 
rators to small glass globes, which are so 
constructed as to tit into fixtures resem- 
bliug gas h'xt'.ires. Inside of these globas 
are small M shaped pieces of paper, 
which have been carbonized by being 
subjected to an intense heat in au air- 
tight retorb, These ore attached to pla- 
tinum wires, which ia tarn are attached 
to tho conducting wires. After the car- 
boa has been adjusted tho air is exhaus- 
ted from the globe by means of a mer- 
c'.iry pump, aud the globe is then sealed. 
Tho carbon is thus left in a vacuum and 
as saou as tho current of eleatrioity is 
turned ou it becomes .incandescent, rad- 
iating a soft, steady aud pleasant light;

lump, :md the globes, furthermore, are 
so constructed that they can be attached 
to a figure with no more trouble than the 
adjustment of a lamp chimney. 


Its arc light, which is usaJ mainly for 


streets aud largo spaces, is produced by 
generators requiring from 1 to 35 horse 
power, producing from 1 to 50 lights of 
2,000 candlo power each, aud by its sys- 
tem the light can be used with perfect 
satisfaction ton miles away from the gen- 
erator. The arc light is produced by tho 
passage of au electric current from a ueg- 
ativo to a positive carbon, one ot the car- 
bons being slowly consumed. The prin- 
ciples upon which the generators are 
made aro similar in all the systems, but 
the generators used by this company, and 
which are manufactured under the pat- 
ents of both Maxim and Wostou, while 
producing oqual or greater brilliancy of 
light, do not generate so powerful a cur- 
rent oC electricity as to make them dan- 
gerous. Indeed, it'is claimed that these 
generators produce less quantity and a 
bettor quality of tho electric Haiti than 
any others. 


THE OOST OF THE MC1IIT. 


That our readers may know all about 


tho electric light, we will quote from the 
New York EveningPostof September2d, 
after speaking in complimentary terms of 
the local company in that city, \ising this 
same light, the Post says: "The company 
now have '150 arc lights iu operation and 
41)0 incandescent lights, the latter branch 
of the business having received scarcely 
any attention until within the last month.
